200 MILLIONS A YEAR 


Washington, ' May 26. — Treasury 


officials engrossed in the far-reaching 
program of international 
financing 


upon which this country lately has 
entered today turned their chief at- 
tention to the unexpected and some- 
what disconcerting discovery that for 
the past month Japan has been with- 
drawing gold, "from the United States 
at the rate ofcfl50,000,000 to $200,- 
000,000 a year. 


Gold exports to Japan within the 
past three or four -weeks, it was 
stated authoritatively, have be'en be- 
tween $10,000,000 and $15.000,000. 
Since January 1, they have totaled 
$35,000,000. 
In the past -«ight 


months they have reached an aggre- 
gate of about $50,000,000 
Within 


the next 30 days, the government has 
been informed, they will approximate 
50 per cent of the entire sum al- 
ready exported in 1917 
There is every indication that the 
big shipments will continue for sev- 
eral months at least, and in an in- 
creasingly large ratio

overtures already have been made to 
the government looking to the ship- 
ment from San Francisco to Japan 
next month of a large consignment 
of gold.

Arthur T. Arnold said

in 
Sunday 


School work are power, quantity and 
quality. 


Above all things, quality should he 


emphasized, said Mr. Arnold. 
When 


we place leaders ot quality 
in 
our 


Sunday Schools, we save time, energy 
and money. 
Many of our church of- 


ficials are "good fellows" in our Sun- 
day Schools, who are put in not 
because of their efficiency hut due 
to their popularity. 


Rev. L. C. Emerick of Newark, fol- 


owed Mr. Arnold's address, his sub- 
iect being "Teaching in the Sunday 
School.'' As the public school teach- 
er is trained for her duty, the Sunday 
School teacher should 
be 
equally 


trained. 


Robert Northey. of Newark, gave a 


very forceful talk in regard to "Bible 
Study." 


Miss Philberta Hutzell of Hebron 


gave- a good talk on "Child Study." 


At the same time the 
meetings 


were being held for the grown peo- 
ple, the children's congress was in 
session across the street in the Ply- 
mouth Congregational church. 
The 


opening song service was under the j 
direction of C. H. Rankin. 


Miss Laura Kirk, gave an impres- 


sive talk on the "Plan and Purpose 
of the Convention." 


Other speakers were Mrs. "Phebe 


Curtiss and Burr Blackburn. 


Friday Afternoon. 


The first meeting of the 37th an- 


nual convention of the Licking Coun- 
ty Sunday School Association, was 
held Friday afternoon in the Audi- 
torium of the 
Central 
Church of 


Christ. 
D. A. Bricker of Utica, who 


is president of the association, gave 
a few remarks regarding the meet- 
ings, after which Mr. Carrol took 
charge of the music. The tabernacle 
song books were used, and Mr. Car- 
rol by his enthusiasm produced some 
spirited singing from the audience. 
Rev. H. T. Bay of Hanover took 
charge of the devotional exercises. 


The reports of the different town- 


ships were next taken up. Many of 
the secretaries were absent, but the 
following townships had representa- 
tives who gave full and interesting 
accounts of the work carried on by 
the Sunday Schools in Union, Gran- 
ville. Harrison, Liberty, 
and Lima 


townships. The Sunday school organ- 
izations in these districts are doing 
much for the welfare of the com- 
munity, and especially the children. 
The county secretary, Miss Nellie 
"Wygant, then gave her report. 


The main speaker of the afternoon 


was Arthur T. Arnold, the general 
secretary of Ohio Sunday Schools As- 
sociation, whose subject was, "The 
Christian's Thought Life.'5 Mr. Arnold 
stated his appreciation in regard to 
the good work which was being car- 
ried on in the 
different 
Sunday- 


Schools. "God's people ought to be 
ashamed to aim only at 
the 
small 


things in life," he said, "but should 
aim' at the big things and conquer 
them. The present war is taking the 
very finest leadership away from us. 
so it is the duty of the present Sun- 
day Schools to begin training the 
younger boys for service to God. by 
bringing before them the highest 
ideals, and teaching them to strive 
for the big things in life.'' 


Mr. Arnold called the attention of 


the people to the book of Philippians, 
fourth chapter. 
He dwelt long and 


earnestly OH the wonders and possi- 
bilities of the mind. 
He said: "If 


we should lose our hearing-, we could 
see the many beautiful things about 
us, if we lost our sight we could hear 
the vices of our loved ones, but when 
robbed of the mind, we are even shut 
cut from God with no communion or 
companionship."' The speaker em- 
phatically declared that church peo- 
ple, to a great degree were lazy. Only 
•when they are entertained by grave- 
yard stories to make them cry, and 
funny stories to make them laugh, 
will the average church congregation 
be interested; but give them good 
wholesome things to study and think 
about in relation with the Bible and 
they immediately doze off to sleep. 
Mr. Arnold declared that God wants 
us to think out the 
big 
questions 


which are continually coming up, so 
that we can come to wise conclusions. 


"It 
means something to be a 


Christian in the head," he said: "we 
will have to answer for acts of mind, 
because it is there ire find all un- 
derlying thoughts imbedded, before 
the action occurs. 
He revised the 


quotation from the 
Bible, 
"As ye 


thinketh in your heart, so are ye," to 
"As ve thinketh in your head, so are 
ye.""Men and women cannot be trans- 
formed 5n one day, by an emotional 
sensation. 
Wh«?n this occurs they 


Jack stability. It takes heroic effort 
and daily toil to make a sound 
Christian. 
If we are transformed osir 


minds must be transformed lirst, be- 
cause then our work and service 
revived to a greater degree. 
It isn1' 


religion to stand up and sing "God 
Will Take Care of You," and in ten 
minutes be worrying about the most 
trivial thing possible." 


After 
much discussion on 
the 


"worry" subject, Mr. Arnold declarec 
that we worry about the things we 
think are going to happen, and 
stated that we never can prevent a 
thing from happening by worry, and 
only weaken our energies bv so doing. 
"Then when the 
real 
crisis does 


come." he said, "we 
haven't 
the 


vitality and strength 
to meet 
the 


problem squarely in the lace. 
If you 


worry, kill it with faith. 
If youi 


thoughts are evil, 
overcome them 


wiUi good ones. 
If your thoughts 


are unkind, conquer them by kinc 
thoughts. 
In doing these things we 


will gain victories for good." 


Mr. Arnold urged the women in 


the audience to allow their minds to 
dwell upon the beautiful things of 
life that 
God has 
given 
us so 


abundantly, instead of going to the 
sewer for thought, or in reality that 
of gossiping. "It not only degrades 
the person of whom you are speaking 
but you are lowering yourself to a 
far greater depth," he said. 


Mr. Carrol favored the audience 


with a song which 
concluded 
the 


meeting. Mr. Bricker then dismissed 
all except the county 
officers 
who 


held a meeting in the basement of the 
church. 


The questions most widely discus- 


sed at this time by the officers, dealt 
•with the state convention at Marion 
the latter part of June. Mr. Arnold 
emphasized the neled of sending keen. 
men and women as delegates who 
could bring back a good substantial 
report. 
Mr. Bricker and Mr. Ray, 


also gave good suggestions along this 
line. 
A very interesting discussion 


was held m regard to ways and 
means of keeping the boy and girl in 
touch with churcfi work during the 
summer months. Edward Weaver of 
Hebron gave valuable suggestions 
concerning this topic. 


These meetings are 
doing much 


good along Sunday School lines, and 
greater effort will be put forth dur- 
ing the following months, because 
of the valuable thoughts the dele- 
gates will carry away with them.

Until'we 
are mobilized and organized into a 
mighty army we can do little good 
for the great questions which need 
our help, and it takes a mass to put 
force back of our work." 


Mr. Arnold next commented on 


the paths the different people were 
following. 
The main thing in Sun- 


day schools are the teachers. 
Many 


teachers come with slipshod lessons, 
unprepared to teach sacred things. 


The church is full of puny bees, 


who are traitors,"* he said. "If they 
can't have things their own way they 
sting. 
Do anything that will dis- 


able life. 
Many churches have the 


wrong idea of social life also. They 
call an oyster supper or a ten-cent 
social, the social life of the church. 
Social life is entirely 
uncommer- 


cialized, and 5s not conducted for 
money purposes." 
Mr. Arnold said 


to let the boys and girls enter into 
the social spirit. The meanest man 
alive 5s he. who forgets he was once 
a boy.

The 
home, the oldest of all these instltu 
tlons, is deficient, at present, in re- 
ligious work. 
The father of the 


family, during this century, is too 
busy to read the Bible at nights to 
the family as the Puritan fathe 
did; he must get food for the mouth 
instead of giving food for the mind 
The schools and church are supply 
ing these brain foods. 
The speake 


pointed out that a child enters schoo 
at the tender age of six. From six 
to fourteen he spends the greate 
part of his life in the school room 
being in contact with a Christian 
teacher, and forming the right kin< 
of habits from association. In schoo 
the child is taught to give everyon 
a square deal aud he learns to know 
the right from " the wrong. 
Thi 


alone does more for the child than 
a chapter in the Bible, carelesslj 
read, Mr. Moninger said. 
In th 


study of history, they can see the 
past mistakes 
of 
the people, and 


profit by those mistakes in the fu 
ture. Mr. Moninger stated that th 
teacher in the schoolroom was a mis 
sionary to the same extent as th 
one who goes far away, because the 
teacher has charge of many little 
lives, whose souls she can bring to 
Christ by teaching them the way 
The speaker closed his address 
b;
